This success encouraged us, and we found ourselves attempting 
many tasks that would otherwise seem beyond our reach. With all 
junior classes comes the "headache" of giving the Junior-Senior 
Prom. This responsibility was ours and we accepted it with enthu- 
siasm. Our one thought was to make this a most successful prom. 
This was only possible through work and co-operation. To highlight 
the evening, Miss Vivian Head was crowned queen. 

September, 1950, found us entering the school year as seniors. 
There was yet much to be done. Early in the year we elected our 
club officers and began our work. The year book staff was appointed 
and work was begun. Several members from our class were chosen to 
participate in the school play. Along with all this came tie thrill 
of selecting class rings, being fitted for caps and gowns, etc. 

With each day that passes we are looking forward more expect- 
antly toward our graduation day. It has been said that "schooldays" 
are one's happiest days. Of this we are convinced for as we leave 
Taylor High School, we shall carry with us many treasured memories.
